The Bhti^ abo adopted 
the Rnman syston of weights 
in whieh their pound [ libra J 
contained 12 ounces of +37 
grains eaclt. But this unit 
undej-went many changes 
nntii the rdgn of Elizabeth 1^ 
wlien, in 15B7, the avoirdii- 
poh pound containing 16 
ounc^ each of 4373 grains 
was Ic^liAcd. 

The Tn^ustrial Agi^ with 
itjj cdnsequoit eiLponsion of 
foreign tradc^ made people 
realise the need for an inttr- 
nationaj agreem^t on mea- 
sures, and so, in 1&75, 17 
countries signed the Treaty 
of the Metre and adopted 
die metric syatetn for trade, 

England won hi not sup- 
port the memc system at 
this St^e, but finally suc- 
eiimbcfl and joined ihe 
Metric Convention in 1^^ 
adopting the ^stem for 
foreign trade. 

In 1397 the use of metrk- 
weights and measures for 
tmdihg in Great Britain was 
bgallsoi, giving the British 
two independent systems 
(and greater chaos). 

As I he metric lystem was 
the more modem, simpler, 
much more ei^tetuive, and 
stable (in lfH7 ir was estab- 
lished that the Imperial 
Standard Yard was shrink- 
ing), Britain finally re^ 
defined irs Imperial measures 
in metric terms- 

Thus one yard became 
11^144 metre atHi one pound 
[avoir) Ijecame 0.45359237 
kilogram for use in science 
and technology. 

Today, betweim 80 and 90 
percent of the worlds popu- 
latinn arc uning the metric 
system. Britain, with its eye 
on the Common Market, is 
in (he process of cofrvertin^ 
all its weights and measures 
to metric, and h allowing 
a ten-year tTanmtion period 
for the conversion (to 1975). 



Australia, New Zealand, 
Canada. U.S^, and South 
Africa are tfie only couniries 
yet to change over. 

The g^craJ fecltng now is 
that changeoirer is inevitable. 
The qoesrion is *^flow?" and 
"Wboi?" This is what the 
Senate Sdecl Conunittee;^ 
chaired by Senator K. A.

The overall cost is prattle- 
ally unpD5^le to estimate, 
but one thing is certain, the 
longer the conversion is de- 
tuyed the greater iKe coat 
will be.

Wale.s rejilrkted the number^ of Chinese permitted to enter 
the colony. 

JULY 15 

1823 Sf, David's Churchy Hobart, consecrated. This was 
the old -St, I>avid the iirst permanent churrh in Tasmania, 
The first churrh service held in Ta.^anta waj one of 
thanksgivm^ for the safe arrisml of the e^cpediUon in this 
"dcligluful place where the Almtghly has been pleased to 
establish us/' The date was February 26, 1304, and tht 
chaplain the Rev. Robert ("Bobbie"} Knopwood. This 
and jiub&equenl .services were held in the open air, then in 
a carpenter i shop, at Guv^ramenl Hou.^, and on a veranda 
of the bariarkA. The Rev, "liobbie" Rnopwond was a 
bachebr whose rfrnvivialiticji, ii^ambling, and fondness of 
the company of gay ladies jiadly interferfii with bis pasioral 
vocation. His lansiuajje wa* often earthy, and his reiterated 
advice, "fJtJ a.H I aay, not m I da," rather dubious cnunseL 
He was popular with the lower cla;s9e$ and, as a magistrate^ 
he was not harsh in judgiirieiit nor crueJ in sentence.
